Loti:  1863  lc  Civil  War  Token,  NGC  AU58  F-97/389a  An  interesting  article  from  the 
NY  Times,  dated  December  1,  1895,  reports  a  story  from  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  about  a 
“Copper  Token  from  the  Mint”.  As  it  turns  out,  a  curious  reader  describes  this  token  and 
having  received  it  from  the  US  Mint.  A  “rubbing”  of  the  coin  was  shown  to  R.A.McCLure 
who  was  a  curator  at  the  Mint.  He  noted  that  these  token  were  privately  issued  between  1 863 
and  1 864  by  private  individuals  and  that  perhaps  just  5,200  or  so  were  made.  The  article  notes 
these  were  not  prohibited  by  the  US  Government  until  1867,  but  the  clerk  would  not 
knowingly  allow  the  token  to  circulate  and  certainly  didn't  notice.  Estimate  $75-$  1 00
